Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner has indicated that if the amino acids are from the 
same source, have the same sequences and are used for the same purposes; the use of different protecting groups 
would not make the application patentable over each other. Because it would have been obvious for the reasons of 
record to use or adapt the claimed protecting groups (namely, alkanoyi, or Deg or any other protecting groups) for the 
intended purposes of making the peptides (amino acid sequences) more stable and resistant, for example, to 
enzymatic degradation. Filing a Terminal Disclaimer (T.D.) would obviate these rejections. However, Applicant's 
Representative has suggested that to overcome the outstanding rejections, Applicant would provide declaration 
showing that the protecting groups clamed would result in different advantages or unexpected effects (i, e, would have 
different advantges or unexpected effects on the peptides claimed than the peptides of U.S. Patent No. 6,492,330 or 
over application Serial No. 09/248,382). The Examiner has agreed to reconsider such declaration. 
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
